country are being- visited by unprece- 
dented numbers of sightseers, gome of 
whom travel from coast to coast by 
automobile to get a glimpse of the 
natural scenic wonders of the great 
open spaces of Ow West. 


Reports to th« .national park service 


of the Interior department say there 
were 4613. visitors to Yellowstone for 
the month ended June 15, a 125 per 
tent increase for the same period .last 
year, when a record of 138,252 for the 
season was established. 


A big Increase In the 
automoWle 


travel to Yosemite In California is 
shown, 8.550 of the 11,745 persons visit- 
Ing the park during May, traveling in 
2663 cars, an increase of 50 per cent, 
over May of last year, and a total In- 
crease of 20 per cent, considering all 
means of travel. To June 7 the total 
had reached 23.10.9; -more than half of 
whom went in 400 -automobiles. The

Jap Dual Citizciuiiip 


The announced intention of the Japanese government to 


modify the dual citizenship system indicates anew that the 
kingdom is willing to do its share in removing the barriers'to 
armty with the United States. 


The dual citizenship system presented innumerable difficult 


which were particularly bothersome during the late war. Un- 
der it, Japanese born on American soil, who thus became citi- 
zens of the United States, have been, obliged to perform mili- 
tary duty in Japan. Particularly on the Pacific coast was the 
complaint, a just one, often heard that American citizens were 
obliged to serve in foreign armies. 


With. Germany, the, so-called Delbrueck law,, which, in its 


substance, made German- citizenship- inalienable, caused many 
difficulties during the war period. By its terms American, from 
of German parents were presented from losing their nationali- 
ty. This, of course,, was directly opposed to- the American 
conception that children born in America, regardless- of the 
citizenship status of the parents, were American citizens, 


By modifying the dual citizenship-'system Japan, will re- 


move a stumbling block in- the direct path of good feeling; 
Prompt action by the Japanese diet will be acclaimed in this 
country. 


Trial* and the Public 


.The request for seats at the coming trial of Nathan Leopold 


and Richard A. Loetrare sweeping- Chicago court officials 
where the case will be heard. Provisions are being made for 
newspapermen, and the space left after their needs are satis- 


* lied-will be devoted to seats for spectators, although it is not 


likely more than 200 will be enabled to get within the build- 
ing. 


The moot question of the presence of crowds at criminal 


trials arises, especially in view of the indignation which is re- 
ported .to be manifest in many Chicago quarters against the 
two slayers. In the present instance, it is unlikely that crowds 
will add to the cause of justice as,, indeed, it is a question 
whether crowds ever do. 


Newspapers will have representatives- in the court- men 


trained in reporting court procedure, and the. public will be 
better advised as to transpiring events by these men than the 
spectators who succeed in getting within the building will 
themselves be able to gather the full import of the proceedings. 
Courts are places of justice, not theatres for persons seeking 
morbid thrills or "kicks." It might be- a wise precedent were 
the public barred from the Loeb-Leopold trial, the newspapers 
alone reporting-to the outside world.
